Lewie Llewellyn, Boer 
War Veteran, 82 
And Still Active 

Lewie Llewellyn, veteran of the 
Boer War and one of the few Can¬ 
adians to be awarded the Kimber¬ 
ley Seige Star, celebrated his 82nd 
birthday on Feb. 3. Mr. Llewellyn, 
who has always been an active 
man, finds no handicap in his age. 

It does not stop him from teaching 
the neighborhood youngsters how 
to swim or taking them with him 
on his daily walk. He lives with 
his son, W. C. Llewellyn, 1002 5th 
Avenue N.E. 

He was bom in British Kaffir- 
aria, South Africa, and at the ago 
of 14 ran away from school to join 
the Royal Navy. He served with 
the navy for 17 years, then decided 
to settle in the diamond fields of 
South Africa. He was employed as 
an electrician at the De Beers dia¬ 
mond mines and prospected on his 
own at the Raand River diggings. 

Mr. Llewellyn took part in the 
eight different campaigns in South 
Africa, which included the Ashanti, 
Matabels, Zulu and Boer wars. It 
was for service in the Boer War 
that he was awarded the Kimberley 
Seige Star while serving with the 
Kimberley Seige garrison. 

He came to Canada with his wife 
in 1906 and was employed as head 
electrician in the Tamiskamin and 
Cobalt mines.; He moved to Leth¬ 
bridge district in 1910 and home¬ 
steaded there for eight years prior 
to moving into Lethbridge. 

He was employed as a life guard 
at Henderson Lake, Lethbridge, for 
six years and was an active worker 
with the Boy Scouts. 

Mr. Llewellyn later moved to 
Coleman, where he lived from 
1932 to 1939. He was the district 
commissioner of the Boy Scouts in 
Crows’ Nst Pass and was respon¬ 
sible for forming the Rover troop 
there. He moved to Calgary in 
1939—Calgary Herald. 

Mr. Llewellyn is widely and pop¬ 
ularly known in Coleman, having 
resided for a number of years here 
before leaving for Calgary. He also 
resided with Mr. and Mrs. R. John¬ 
son as their guest for many 
months. Mrs. Llewellyn and a son 
died in Coleman. 

His many Coleman friends wish 
him still many more years of 
health and happiness.

stated, that a great many insured 
workers failed completely to ap¬ 
preciate the value of their books. 
As a consequence, hundreds of these 
books were lost or destroyed. 

Lo§s of an insurance book might 
not seem important to a worker 
while employment was plentiful 
and times good, but it would be 
serious if he or she had to apply 
for benefit. The insurance book was 
the only record of current contri¬ 
butions. It was the worker’s' proof 
that he had contributed and was, 
therefore, entitled to draw benefit 
on the basis of his contributions. 

The commission urged workers 
to keep track of their books care¬ 
fully. When employed, the book is 
retained by the employer. If an em¬ 
ployee becomes separated from em¬ 
ployment, the book should be given 
to him by the employer. When he 
registers as unemployed and ap¬ 
plies for benefit, he should bring 
his book to the employment office. 
Books should be turned in to the 
employment office at the end of 
each fiscal year, or after March 31. 

AN IMPORTANT PRINCIPAL OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 

The unemployment insurance 
fund now amounts to more than 
$250,000,000. This was announced 
Feb. 1 by the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Commission. 

In making the announcement, 
the commission emphasized that 
co-operation is the keynote of un¬ 
employment insurance. Through 
the co-operation of employers, em¬ 
ployees and the government, the 
unemployment insurance fund has 
been built up. Administration of 
the plan is in the hands of a com¬ 
mission of three men, the chair¬ 
man selected by the government, 
one member appointed after con¬ 
sultation with employee organiza¬ 
tions and the other member ap¬ 
pointed on the recommendation of 
employer organizations. 

The commission is advised re¬ 
specting insurance matters by a 
committee, the membership of 
which was chosen in a similar man¬ 
ner. A national employment com¬ 
mittee, five regional and 48 local 
employment committees advise on 
matters concerning employment. 
On all these committees, employ¬ 
ers and employees have equal rep¬ 
resentation. Thus, the important 
principal of co-operation is main¬ 
tained throughout. 

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 

Louis J. Trottier, chief commis¬ 
sioner, has emphasized that unem¬ 
ployment insurance in Canada is 
not merely a “war measure.” 

Misunderstanding, he said, exists 
in respect to some of the basic 
facts about unemployment insur¬ 
ance. For example, some people are 
under the impression that unem¬ 
ployment insurance is effective only 
for the duration of the war. This 
is, of course, not so. Unmployment 
insurance is carried on under an act 
of parliament. It is a permanent 
institution and will probably ex¬ 
pand to include additional classes 
of non-insured workers as time 
goes on. 

Another misapprehension respect¬ 
ing unemployment insurance cen- 
the plan. “Just another tax”* is a 
phrase applied sometimes to these 
essential contributions. The phrase 
is inaccurate respecting unemploy¬ 
ment insurance contributions. Con¬ 
tributions of workers, as well as 
employers, go to swell a fund from 
which benefits are paid in times of 
unemployment. To this fund the 
government also contributes, in ad¬ 
dition to paying all administration 
costs. 

Finally, the chief commissioner 
emphasized that benefits paid are 
not, in any sense, “relief.” A work¬ 
er who has qualified for benefit is 
entitled to it. He receives it as a 
right. He has made the required 
contributions to the fund, has com¬ 
plied with the regulations and can 
claim benefit as a result of his par¬ 
ticipation in the plan. 

Soldiers’ Letters 

Italy. 

The Journal: 

Just a few lines to let you know 
that all’s O.K. and that I have just 
finished a well earned 7-day rest 
leave. 

The chief place I visited was 
Florence, a marvelous place and 
ancient in all respects. I was all 
through the church and it is really 
beautiful and with the aid of a 
guide we saw many other histor¬ 
ical places and antiques. I lived 
with an Italian family during my 
stay and was treated royally, and 
began to pick up the language 
well. 

This place compares a lot to 
England in respect to language. 
Everywhere you go they change 


the dialect. It seems every country 
is “poco” different. 

One morning there was a sign 
up in the club calling for volun¬ 
teers to go on an educational tour 
to Pisa. I joined this army for ad¬ 
venture and Victory so I figured I 
would make the best out of it. It 
is very cold and snowy out here, 
but nevertheless I rode in the back 
of a truck for 140 miles return 
and just about froze. I found it 
was well worth it for with a guide 
we saw the lovely church and the 
ancient walls of Pisa and a most 
historical cemetery. 

The main attraction was the lean¬ 
ing tower. Everyone was charged a 
small fee, 10 lires, which is ap¬ 
proximately a dime. I bought a 
few postcards of the tower and I 
enclose two of them as they give 
a perfect view of the structure as 
well as reference to it. 

We circled up and up the nar¬ 
row stairs until reaching the bells, 
where we rested. There are five 
bells in all, each varying in size 
and averaging about three tons. 
Each 'bell rings separately and have 
long leavers to pull on. One bell 
swung towards me and picked me 
off my feet. Ten of us, two to a 
bell, had them all ringing and it’s 
an experience I will never forget. 
After all th e excitement I walked 
to the very top rail and it was 
all right looking over the high side, 
but when I looked over the low side 
I’d “ad it.” Yes, sir, I was glad to 
get my feet on the ground again 
and to this minute I am still won¬ 
dering why it does not fall. 

Well, I’ll say “cheerio” to all and 
we will be back this year.

Sponsored by the League and en¬ 
dorsed by departments of health and 
education in six provinces, "Health 
Week” is designed to bring to the 
attention of Canadians public health 
problems in their own communities 
and in the nation at large. 

The League seeks to impress upon 
citizens the fact that while local 
I health problems are important they 
i cannot be entirely eradicated with- 
[out attention being paid to national 
problems. Health is not merely a 
I parochial matter. It is a subject of 
| national significance. 

I The pamphlet “Health Facts” con¬

But Allies Firm In Their Demand 
For Unconditional Surrender 

The majority of people will, we be¬ 
lieve, endorse Prime Minister Church¬ 
ill’s reiteration in Parliament that 
“the war will be prolonged until un¬ 
condition surrender has been obtain¬ 
ed.” The phrase, “unconditional sur¬ 
render,” has been criticized in the 
past on the ground that it only acted j 
as a spur to the Germans to resist to 
the bitter end. Perhaps so, but the 
Nazis have proven themselves the 
kind of ferocious, unrelenting people | 
who would fight to the end any way, j 
and we do not believe that they would 
agree to any terms of peace that did 
not let them get away with some of j 
their ill-gotten gains, and leave them I 
in a position to prepare for World 
War No. 3. So it simply must be 
unconditional surrender in order that 
terms can be imposed upon them 
which will thwart either of these 
two hopes. 

Everybody admits today that the 
Allies made a tragic mistake when- 
they refrained from going on to Ber¬ 
lin in 1918 and occupying Germany 
| and supervising her heavy industries 
instead of stopping at the Saar for 
a limited time. The cost of going on 
will be heavy in lives, suffering and 
money, but it must be done if the 
next and succeeding generations are 
not to suffer worse then the present 
one.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Goes Long Distance 

Arctic Tern Probably Travels Farthpr 
Than Any Other Bird 

The champion traveler of the bird 
world is probably the Arctic tern, a 
small, white, gull-like bird. Metal 
bands have been attached to the legs 
of nestlings in Labrador and the 
! grown birds recaptured a few months 
later at the meutb of the Niger 
River in West Africa and in Natal on 
the Indian Ocean coast of South 
Africa—nearly 9,000 miles from 
Labrador. And the Arctic tern is 
found in the Antarctic during our 
winter. It is well known as a sea - 1 
sonal migrant up and dolvn the west¬ 
ern seaboard of both Europe and | 
Africa. From this it has been in- j 
ferred that this species migrates from 
Arctic America across the North At- \ 
lantifc to Europe, thence down the 
coast past Africa to the Antarctic 
Ocean, and back up the same route 
the following spring—a distance, in 
all, of about 24,000 miles, or almost 
equivalent to the total circumference 
of the earth.

POTATO CREAM SOUP 

1 qt. peeled sliced white potatoes 
] 2 cup minced celery tops 

1 tablespoon minced parsley 

1 unpeeled onion, sliced 

2 cups boiling water 

1 qt. hot miflt 

1 teaspoon salt 
Is teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon flour 

1 tablespoon butter 

Combine thl potatoes, celery, pars¬ 
ley and onion in a medium-sized j 
kettle and add the boiling water. 1 
Cook covered until the potatoes are j 
tender (about 15 minutes), then rub] 
through a sieve, saving the potato I 
water. Add the milk; bring to j 
scalding point and add the salt and; 
pepper. Blend the flour and butter. 
When creamy, add a little of the hot 
soup to mix it well; then stir this! 
into the scalding soup and cook and - 
stir until boiling point is reached, j 
Garnish with fried onions, and serve j 
with crisp crackers. 

RUSSIAN C ABBAGE SOUP 

2 tablespoons butter, margarine or 
suet 

2 large onions, peeled and 
chopped 

1 pint chopped cabbage 

3 tablespoons flour 
tablespoon minced parsley 

3 pints vegetable or meat stock 
Salt and pepper to taste 
14 cup tarragon or weak cider 
vinegar 

Heat the butter or suet; add . 
onions and cabbage. Fry gently until 
light brown; stir in the flour and 
parsley. Add stock and simmer one 
hour. Season with salt and pepper. 
Small sausage balls may then be 
adaed; combine & pound sausage 
meat. 1 egg yolk, ’ 2 cup cracker 
crumbs, 1 teaspoon scraped onion j 
juice. Form into balls, roll in flour 
and cook fifteen minutes in boiling 
soup. Serve with crisp crackers.
